Sorting and Cleaning Paper Stock. 








The machine illustrated is intended to 
facilitate the sorting of paper stock by turning 
over and loosening the material so that the 
operatives can more readily and quickly sort it. 

An endless traveling screen of wire-cloth is 
supported upon and moved by suitable rollers 
turned by power, the stock being placed near 
one end of the screen, and a series of rotating 
vanes, also turned by power, sweeping over 
the top of the screen, rub the stock upon it 
and open it, thus spreading it in view of the 
operatives and letting much of the dirt and 
The operatives, 
being stationed along the sides of the screen, 
between the vanes, remove objectionable ob- 
jects that do not pass through the screen, and 
the desirable stock, being carried to the end, is 
discharged by having several operatives each 
taking out a particular kind or color of ma- 
terial. 

Figure 1 is a top view of the machine ; Fig. 
2, a front view. 

A isthe endless apron of wire-cloth, sup- 
ported by rollers B and B' at the ends of the 
frame C, and smaller intermediate rollers, D 
D, upon its upper portion, and rollers E E on 
the lower portion ; F is a roller, supported and 
turning in bearings formed in the ends of the 
levers G, pivoted at G’ to the frame C, by 
which the apron A is pressed toward the roller 
B by the action of weights H on the opposite 
end of the levers G, so that by applying power 
by a band to the pulley J on the shaft B’ of 
the roller B the adhesion or friction of the 
apron A upon the roller B will be sufficient to 
cause the apron to move in the direction of 
the arrows in Fig. 1 without subjecting the 
entire length of the apron A to such severe 
strain as would be requisite were it strained by 
tightening the roller B’. 

K K are standards or frames secured to the 
frame C at intervals, and support shafts K’, 
turning in bearings in the standards K by 
means of pulleys K2, and having vanes K:, 
preferably made of sheet metal, and provided 
with edges of leather, rubber cloth, or similar 
yielding material, which are of such dimen- 
sions as to sweep the apron A. Strips or rims 
L L are placed at each side of the apron A, 
which serve to prevent the stock spreading 
laterally beyond the reach of the vanes K* and 
falling off the apron A, 

The operation of the machine is as follows : 
Power is applied to the pulleys B* and K’, the 
materials are placed on the apron A at the 
place marked M, and pass, by the motion of 
the apron A, under the vanes K?, are rubbed 
over the apron, and any grit and sand de- 
tached from them falls through the apron, and 
the stock, by the rubbing, becoming opened 
and spread out before operators stationed at 
N N N between the reels K®, is readily sorted 
by the operators removing such as is not de- 


grit fall through the screen. 


sired to pass through the machine, and the re- 
maining acceptable materials pass off at the 
end of the apron A, at the point O, ready for 
use as paper stock. 

In the drawings only three reels or sets of 
revolving vanes are shown; but in practice a 
larger number are used, and a greater number 
of operatives than three are employed, the 
machine being much longer than shown, as is 
implied by the break in Fig. 2, the increased 
length of the machine involving a mere dupli- 
cation of the parts shown. 
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Siziug as Applied to Paper. 


Animal size forms a tremulous solid 
when cold, and again liquifies on the applica- 
tion of heat. Animal jelly, suitable for sizing, 
abounds in various parts of animals, and forms 
one of the elementary constituents of animal 
organization. It is copiously contained in skin, 
in most of the soft, white parts. Mr. Hatchett, 
writing in 1819, remarks that the difference in 
the degree of viscidity and tenacity of the 
varieties of animal size is an inherent quality, 
and not caused by the degree of mere insiza- 
tion. The tenacity depends partly on the age 
of the animal and partly on the substance, the 
size from the skin being stronger than solid 
size from other parts. In the proportion as 
the size is coarser and more adhesive, it be-

comes less easily soluble in water, and absorbs 


| a larger portion before it comes to the state of 


tremulous jelly. Mr. Hatchett also found that 
the force of adhesion of glue from skin was 
generally proportionate to the toughness of the 
skin ; the soft flexible pieces invariably yield- 
ing a thinner, purer size than the hard, coarse 
pieces, and with much more ease.

Waterproofing Paper. 

By C. R. ALDER Wricut, D.Sc., F.R.S.* 





The following is a paper read before the 
Society of Arts, London, on May 8, on ‘‘ Cu- 
pro-Ammonium Solutions and their Use in 
Waterproofing Paper and Vegetable Tissues :”’ 

The term ‘‘Cupro-ammonium Compound ” 
is usually understood by chemists as indi- 
cating a member of the class of substances 
obtainable by the combination of ammonia 
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formed, ammonia being driven off. 
ence of a large excess of ammonia, the insta- 
bility is less marked in all cases; the strongly 
ammoniacal fluids formed by dissolving cop- 
per salts or copper hydroxide in a considerable 
excess of ammonia water are the ‘ 
monium solutions” 
paper. 

It has long been known that these solutions 
possess the power of apparently dissolving 
cellulose and various allied substances ; thus 
paper, cotton wool and similar materials, when

are simply gelatinized and disseminated 


through the fluid in a transparent form, as 
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day or two; after that they should be well 
cleaned by -washing in running water. The 
next operation is to boil, or rather heat, them 
with water. The temperature should never be 
allowed ‘to rise above 85° (180° Fahr.), as if 
it does, the size will be injured, as gelatine 
strongly heated for any length of time under- 
goes a slight change, and loses its power of 
gelatinizing. The operation should be con- 
ducted in an iron or copper vessel, provided 
with a false bottom, or a casing outside, where 
steam may be introduced, and it should ex- 
tend over about fifteen hours (six hours?) The 
solution should then be drawn off and filtered 
into some convenient receptacle. 
can again be heated with water, and a fresh 
quantity obtained, which may be added to the 
bulk. A quantity of alum (about 20 per cent. 
of the clippings), dissolved in water, is added. 
The alum is necessary to prevent the decom- 
position of the gelatine, and to assist in the 
sizing process, as it helps to give hardness to 
the paper. After the addition of the alum, 
the size should be well filtered through woolen 
felt, after which it needs no further treatment. 

With respect to the sizing of machine-made 
paper, it must be admitted that sizing in the 
vat offers many advantages, but as a gelatine 
cannot be employed without injury to the felt 
during the process of manufacturing paper, 
substitutes for gelatine were desirable ;

able with cupro-ammonium hydrate solutions ; 
so that cast and wrought iron tanks and baths 
for the reception of the liquor may be used 
with impunity, as may steel rollers and ma- 
chinery of all kinds when employed in contact 
with the liquor, or with fabric moistened there- 
with. On the other hand, copper and brass 
must be studiously avoided in the construction 
of such appliances, otherwise corrosion and 
injury is speedily brought about. This pecu- 
liarity, as regards the non-action of iron and 
steel, is the more remarkable in that it is not 
observed with zinc ; this latter metal precipita- 
ting copper (and being itself dissolved) with 
about equal facility, whether the copper be in 
the form of an ordinary copper salt, or in that 
of a cupro-ammonium solution. 

For certain purposes a bath containing a 
mixture of cupro-ammonium and the analogous 
zinc-ammonium hydroxide solutions may be 
used with advantage ; the zinc compound does 
not of itself sufficiently pectise cellulose to 
give good results, but when used in conjunction 
with cupro-ammonium hydroxide, pectising is 
brought about by the copper solution, while 
certain advantages are gained by the simul- 
taneous presence of zinco-cellulose and cupro- 
cellulose in the finished goods. The subject of 
the manufacture of both cupro-ammonium and 
zinc-ammonium solutions having been already 
dealt with in a paper read before the Society 
of Chemical Industry (published in a recent 
number of the journal of that society) it will 
suffice, on the present occasion, to state that 
the fluids are obtained by the simultaneous 
action of air and ammonia water on metallic 
copper (or brass, if a mixture of cupro and 
zinco ammonium hydroxides is required), due 
attention being paid to the recovery of the 
large amount of ammonia necessarily carried 


away by the “spent” air during the opera-

Philadelphia Notes. 











[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





PuiLapecrpnuia, Pa., June 12, 1884. 

The paper interests of Philadelphia are 
without noticeable change. They have been 
gradually placing themselves into a more satis- 
factory shape throughout the country, and, in 
this revival, Eastern Pennsylvania is keeping 
pace with the rest of the country. The trade 
just at this time is rather quiet. Your corre- 
spondent has taken the opinion of a number 
our prominent manufacturers, and finds them 
one and all agreeing that business is down to 
Nevertheless, al- 
terations and enlargemrnts are still observ- 
able ; and this goes to show that some of them 
think that the trade might be in a much worse 
condition than it is. 


its lowest profitable limits. 


In fact, there are no pa- 
per concerns at all which are allowing their 
machinery or plant to run downward. Every 
man who expresses a decided opinion on the 
paper trade says that things are going to be 
better. 

Your correspondent endeavored to-day to 
probe this confidence in the future and to as- 
certain the reasons for the hopes as to the fu- 
ture strength and activity of the market. One 
reason given was this, and not a new one by 
any means, viz.: That the paper manufac- 
turers, while perfecting their facilities in a 
small way, are not likely, for an indefinite 
period, to build any new establishments. This 
is not strictly true, because almost every week 
something new is heard of. But what is in- 
tended to be conveyed is that there will be no 
very heavy increase in the number of factories 
in this section fora year or two to come. We 
read of projected paper mills in the South 
and West. This is natural. New mills will 
spring up where material is cheap and some- 
thing is to be saved in freights, but in this 
market there is very little room for fresh en- 
terprise. The lines have been pretty well es- 
tablished between each competitor and the 
rest. Each one knows not only his own, but 
the other’s markets, customers, products, quali- 
ties and prices ; this, that and the other news- 
paper has its own paper mill; very few in- 
roads can be made on old customers; no ad- 
vantage can be offered by one over another ; 
there is very little room for enterprise to bring 
out novelties in designs or patterns ; the paper 
men are necessarily of the prosy sort and can 
only make paper, and all paper is very much 
alike. 

One prominent dealer in straw boatds says 
that a good many mills are turning out boards 
at no profit. Other States are crowding their 
products into this market, and from the way 
they are selling stuff they must be doing 
business for fun. The manufacturers of the 
Quaker City do not belong to the funny 
family. 

This month will close the half year, and the 
manufacturers are already beginning to cast 
up their accounts. After all, things are not as 
bad as the trade reports generally make them. 
The mills are pretty generally employed 
throughout the State. The manufacturers of 
the higher grades of paper are making some 
profit. The makers of manilla and other 
wrapping papers have nothing to boast about, 
but the volume of business is about as large 
as could be expected. 

Philadelphia will, in all probability, have a 
fair representation at the Saratoga Conven- 
tion, although none of the reptesentatives will 
go there with their pockets full of instructions 
or resolutions. Things are pretty well ar- 
ranged already in the paper trade, and it is 
hardly likely that any steps can be taken that 
will help the present low prices. Restriction 
would do it, but restriction cannot be univers- 
ally agreed upon, PENN,

Manufacturers and farmers are alike 
glad to see the rain to-day, for we have had 
two or three weeks of very dry weather. Even 
the grass, which had so good a start through 
the wet spring, was beginning to suffer.

At the Valley Paper Company I was most 
agreeably entertained by Mr. Kirkham, A. W.

Business with this mill is in an 
excellent condition. Although June is always 
set down as a dull month for paper makers, the 
month has opened very actively, and the Val- 
ley Paper Company has taken, during the first 
week of this month, more orders, and larger

From the 1st of December the mill has been 
running full time, and a larger amount of busi- 
ness has been done during the past six months 
than during the same period in previous years. 
An order for three car-loads of writing paper 
was just being loaded for a Western house. 
The daily capacity of the Valley Paper Com- 
pany is six tons, the product being fine grades 
of writing-papers. French linen paper, 2 new 
article but lately placed on the market, is having 
a large sale. 

D. P. Crocker, treasurer of the Crocker 
Manufacturing Company, was found busily en- 
gaged in the office, but gave me a hearty wel- 
come, and added much to the pleasure of my 
short stay in Holyoke. The product of this 
mill comprises flat writing papers, colored pa- 
pers, patent ticket papers, glazed hardware 
and poster papers, besides a line of specialties. 
The glazed hardware papers manufactured by 
this company are recognized by the trade as 
the very best paper of that kind in the market. 
These hardware papers are made in several 
grades and in numerous colors, and are meet- 
ing with heavy sales all over the country. 
Since the introduction of these hardware pa- 
pers to the trade, the importations of such 
paper from abroad have been considerably 
lessened—in fact, almost stopped. Several 
orders have also been shipped to foreign mar- 
kets, and, inasmuch as some of these were 
duplicated, it shows that the Crocker Manufac- 
turing Company is in a fair way of doing a 
good export business in these glazed hard 
ware papers. 

The Whiting Paper Company was also 
visited. This company has three mills pro- 
ducing daily twenty tons of fine writing paper. 
If I mistake not, it is the largest manufacturer 
of fine paper in the world. Although kindly 
pressed by James Cowan to look through the 
mills, I was forced to deny myself that plea- 
sure, because time was growing short and the 
field not fully covered. 

The last mill on the ‘‘secegnd level”’—they 
run things in levels and grades here—is that of 
the Winona Paper Company. Although the 
‘last’ mill visited, it is by no means the 
‘‘least” in importance. In approaching the 
Winona Mill one is particularly struck with 
the beauty of its surroundings, and with the 
neat appearance of the grounds in front and 
around the buildings. The office, situated mid- 
way of the extensive buildings, is approached 
by clean graveled walks, lined upon either 
side by beds of green shrubbery ; a lawn in 
front, divided by a walk, is ornamented with 
two pretty rockeries, from both of which foun- 
tains shoot forth sparkling jets of water. Two 
century plants, one on each side of the office 
entrance, are other ornaments which add 
beauty to the scene. 

This is the only mill in Holyoke which 
greets a visitor with such cheerfulness. Mr. 
Hosford, the treasurer and manager, is evi- 


| dently a man of artistic taste, and believes in 


surrounding his business quarters with an air 
Entering the mill 
an inspection shows the same evidence of 


| taste, and an air of cleanliness pervades the 


entire interior. Even die operatives at work 
seem to partake of the cheerfulness within. 
The Winona Paper Mill is really a model fac- 
tory, and the care and watchfulness shown is a 
subject of frequent comment, while it is also 
gratifying to the insurance companies. 

The engine room, furnished with two large, 
powerful engines of the Fitchburg Steam En- 
gine Company’s make, was found as neat and 
clean as ‘‘ my lady's parlor,” as was also the 
boiler room. These engines are for special use 
when the water in the river fails to furnish suf- 
ficient power tor the mill’s needs. And it is 
claimed that the Winona is the only mill in 
Holyoke provided with such extra steam 
power that its full daily capacity could be 
maintained, even should the Holyoke dam 
give way. 

The daily product of this mill is twelve tons, 
divided into ruled papers, envelope papers, 
machine-finished and super-calendered papers. 
A special feature of the Winona Mill is the 
manufacture of memoranda pads. These pads 
are made of ruled or unruled paper, cut to

The mill of the Roaring Brook Paper Manu- 
facturing Company, East Glastonbury, Conn., 
was burned down early last Sunday morning. 
The fire is thought to have been incendiary. 
The insurance is about $4,500; loss not 
known but estimated at $8,000 to $10,000. 


A fire occurred in the top story of the five- 
story building at No. 31 Rose street, this city, 
on Thursday night. The building belongs to 
Street & Smith, publishers of the Mew York 
Weekly, who occupy the second, third and 
fourth floors. The fifth floor of both 29 and 
31 was occupied by E. W. Walcott, a chromo 
and label varnisher. The foreman of the lat- 
ter was working a night gang of seven men. 
In drawing varnish from a tank it ignited from 
alamp. The men escaped to the street. Be- 
fore the fire was brought under control Mr. 
Walcott’s plant was damaged by fire about 
$5,000, or half of its value, and considerable 
damage was done to the other portion by water. 
Street & Smith lose $10,000 on stock and $8,- 
000 on the building. The first floor and base- 
ment were occupied by J. S. Ogilvie & Co., 
who had a large quantity of books on hand. 
Their loss is estimated at $8,000. 


A fire broke out on Saturday last in the 
Minneapolis (Minn.) Paper Mills, owned by 
Warner, Newman & Warner. It originated 
from a hot box over the ventilating machine. 
It had doubtless been burning for some time 
before discovered, and when the firemen ar- 
rived at the scene the smoke from the mill 
went up in great volumes. The department 
lost no time in getting to work, although the 
elevated railway at that point proved a great 
inconvenience and prevented the firemen from 
putting the water where it was most needed. 
In about half an hour, however, the fire was 
extinguished, and an examination showed that 
the loss was confined mainly to the stock. The 
loss on the stock is estimated at about $7,500, 
with an insurance of $6,500. The damage to 
the machinery is not large, as the first floor

James Harper, the well-known propri- 
etor of the Pond Lily Paper Mills, Westville, 
died on June 7, after a brief illness, at his home 
in that place. Mr. Harper was born in Scot- 
land fifty-three years ago, and was brought up 
as a paper maker. Coming to this country after 
he had attained manhood he continued in the 
business, and after experience in other mills 
he located at Westville in 1869, and rapidly 
brought himself into prominence as a paper 
manufacturer. Mr. Harper was something 
more than a business man. He was an inven- 
tor of several valuable devices in paper-making 
machinery, among which is the Harper Im- | 
proved Fourdrinier, and his general intelli- 
gence on all subjects connected with the man- 


ufacture of paper, made him a valuable con- 
tributor to the press on trade matters and 
inventions. The machine which he invented 
has stood the test of time and practical experi- 
ence, and the patent on it having expired, it is 
now made by several of the leading machine 
shops and has been adopted in a number of 
mills. 

Among his literary technical contributions 
were many to the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. 
These have been widely read and are valuable 
additions to the literature of the paper-making | 
art. Although Mr. Harper was a very indus- 
trious business man and a contributor to the 
technical press, he also found time for culti- 
vating his literary tastes. His acquaintance 
with English composition was remarkably 
thorough. He not only read a great deal, but 
carefully studied the text of the standard poets 
and authors. There was, however, nothing 
pedantic in his conversation or manners. His 
modesty was a marked trait in his character. 
Socially he was a man of the warmest impulses. 
Great geniality coupled with a hearty generosity 
made him many life-long friends. 

Mr. Harper was taken suddenly ill on Tues- 
day preceding the Saturday on which he died. 
He had only a few hours before remarked to 
his wife that he had never felt so well in his 
life. The disease, which was softening of the 
cerebellum, or little brain, developed suddenly 
and baffled the best medical skill. 

The funeral was held on Tuesday afternoon, 
June 10,atthe residence of the deceased. The 
attendance was large. Rev. Dr. Willard, assisted 
by Rev. Mr. Marvin, of Woodbridge, conduct- 
ed the services. The pall-bearers were David 
Harper, Lewis K. Harper, Charles E. Peck 
and Louis Blake, sons and sons-in-law of the 
deceased. Dr. Willard’s address was very in- 
teresting and impressive, and close withea 
most fitting and eloquent tribute to the de- 
ceased. Among other things, he said: ‘‘On 
Saturday evening, May 31, I called at the of- 
fice of our departed friend ; found him radiant 
with hope and expectation. A proposition 
had been made to him, to comply with which, 
conditioned (as he thought) a better future. 
He’ said to me: ‘I hope now to thrive and | 
prosper and get above board.’ I was glad in 
his gladness, but said to him: ‘ Life is short 
at the best, and you and I are no longer 
young.’ His reply was: ‘I have a good many | 
years in me yet.’ In less than one week from | 
that time he lay dead under his own roof tree. 

He was a man of rare combinations, a keen | 
observer both of nature and of men. He was | 
a man also of great integrity of spirit, eager | 
hearted, full of enthusiasm. Hence his love 

for impassioned eloquence and piety. He was 

a man of quick perceptive power, and seemed | 
to know by a kind of intuition what cost others 
time and labor. He wasa grammarian with- 
out a knowledge of grammar. A chemist not 
knowing chemistry. An artist without study. 
He has gone. We shall see his face no more. 
That busy brain will think and plan and desire 
and invent no more. It has fallen asleep.

PATENTS FOR INVENTIONS NOT MONOPOLIES. 


It is frequently the case that men, otherwise 
well informed, speak of patents for inventions 
as if they were monopolies harmful to the | 
people ; whereas even a slight familiarity with | 
the development of industries is sufficient to | 
show that patents have benefited the producing 
classes by cheapening every article of common 
use ; and multiplying the productive power of 
labor. 

The opponents of patents assume at the | 
outset that the patent laws have proved op- 
pressive to industries. If this assumption were | 
correct, there would remain but little to be 
said. But no arguments are adduced to sus- | 





tain its correctness, no facts are brought for- | 
ward to prove its truth; on the contrary, 

every principle of ethics and all the teachings 

of the history of industries for the past two 

centuries and a half go to show its futility. 

What is an oppressive monopoly, or, as the | 
old British law-writers expressed it, an odious 
monopoly? It is the taking away from the 
public of something that the public before en- 
joyed, but from which it has been unjustly de- 
barred. When the King of England granted 
to certain persons the exclusive privilege to 
trade in salt, that was an odious monopoly, 
because it was a right that had previously be- 
longed to the people at large, and of which 
they had been arbitrarily deprived. When a 
powerful corporation, by crooked devices, ob- 
tains a large share of the public domain, that 
may be an odius monopoly, for the lands which 
had once belonged tothe people are taken from 
them without due recompense. But when a per- 
son, instead of appropriating what was previ- 
ously known or used, creates new property, then 
that newly-created property should, by common 
consent, belong to him. Now, the law ex- 
pressly forbids the issue of a patent, except to 





| some one who has actually and truly created a 


new and useful improvement in some art or 
manufacture. It simply protects the inventor 
for a limited time in the possession of what, 
but for him, would have had no existence. 
The principle is the same as that which pro- 
tects all property, except that the inventor has | 


ates it. The farmer levels the forest or breaks 
the prairie sod, and this originates wealth, and 
all the profits of that wealth are ‘his, his 
heirs and assigns for ever.’”’ The inventor 
provides new and improved inventions where- 
by the farmer can hew down the woodland or 
invert the furrow with one-tenth the labor that 
it required before, and these inventions are 
wealth originated by the inventor; but the 
law protects him and his legal representa- 
tives in the profits of that wealth, for 
a period of, at most, seventeen years. 
It is impossible to trace in this a single 
element of an odious monopoly, for the inven- 
tor takes nothing from the public that it could 
have had without him. But by a vicious 
use of this term, mistaken leaders have suc- 
ceeded in confusing the idea of patent laws 


with that of hurtful monopolies, and this, too, |

‘Botilér Incrustations. 


Engineers who have been misled by 
the impression that the steaming capacity is 
not perceptibly effected by incrustation or 
scale would do well to consider the following 
arguments advanced by an engineer who evi- 
dently understands the question. He says the 
fact that the plates become over-heated and 
injured shows that the scale and sediment 
does effect the steaming of the boiler, other- 
wise the water would cause the heat to radiate 
off when the plate could not well be 
burned; but if the conductuity is partially 





| destroyed, the evaporative efficiency must 


be effected thereby more or less. He found 
in one instance a portable boiler and engine 
of a well-known make although well propor- 
tioned, yet incapable of furnishing enough 
steam to drive the engine ; but a second por- 
table boiler was set up and connected with the 
first to aid in supplying the engine with steam. 
On examination this boiler was found to be 
incrusted with lime-scale. This being re- 
moved the boiler furnished all the steam re- 
quired without forcing. On another occasion 
he examined two flue boilers in which an ex- 
tremely large grate surface was made to sup- 
ply sufficient steam. The whole heating sur- 
face of the shell and flues were found to be 
covered with a coating of scale. When this 
was removed it was necessary to reduce the 
grate surface to its original area.
